Home Health Services 
To Be Separate Agency 


Lawrence General Hosptial’s board of 
trustees has voted to allow the Hospital’s 
Home Health Services Department to 
become a free-standing, independent, non- 
profit home health corporation. Transition 
will begin immediately and is scheduled 
for completion by Oct. 1. 

In making the announcement, Alton W. 
Noyes, executive director of the hospital 
said, ‘‘The Home Health Services Depart- 
ment has literally outgrown the hospital. 
There are hundreds of people in this com- 
munity who need home health services 
who are unable to get them because the 
Department is unable to expand to meet 
the need. With the Hospital’s current 
financial problems as well as the mul- 
titude of regulations we must operate un- 
der, the Home Health Services Depart- 
ment and all other departments in the 
hospital have not been allowed to grow.”’ 


According to Trustee Mrs. Thomas J. 
Thomas, who is chairman of the Home 
Health Services Advisory Committee, 
“After three months of exhaustive study, 
the committee determined that Home 
Health Services Department should dou- 
ble its services by 1981 in order to meet 
the needs of Greater Lawrence citizens at 
that time. It was the recommendation of 
our Committee that the only way the 
Home Health Services Department could 
expand was that it become an independent 
agency. All across the nation the demand 
for home. health services is growing by 
leaps and bounds. It’s the trend of the 
future. We must work now to meet that 
need.”’ 

At the present time the Home Health 
Services Department has fifty-six full and

Curriculum, 
Maintenance 


A direction letter calling for im- 
provements in curriculum, maintenance, 
town-school cooperation, climate of 
respect and increased student respon- 
sibility, will be sent home to school 
parents next week. 

Approved by the school committee 
Tuesday night, the letter sets the tone for 
the system for the coming academic year. 
Such a letter has become a tradition 
following each spring election. 

The letter says the committee will also 
continue its attempts to stabilize the tax 
rate ‘“‘without eroding the quality of 
education,’’ and while pursuing 
“educational excellence.”’ 

Areas targeted for action under the 
curriculum heading include diploma re- 
quirements, such as competency exams; 
K-12 coordination in science and social 
studies; greater application of skills at the 
elementary level; an early childhood 
growth and development model; secon- 
dary curriculum emphasis ; exploration of 
multi-age grouping and emphasis on 
secondary curriculum, particularly on 
writing, speaking and study skills. 

_ In the maintenance area, the system 
will launch Phase II of the building 
program, involving renovations and con- 
struction at the secondary level, a replace- 
ment schedule for equipment. 

Town-school cooperation will be sought 
in the area of central purchasing, data 
processing and buildings and grounds.

They 
can take all they want, he says, for just 35 
cents — and some of those plates ome out 
looking like overflowing sundaes. 


The ‘‘quarter-pound’’ line and sub- 
marine line were added earlier in the year 
to the familiar, government-subsidized hot 
lunches of the past. 

Barron initiated the changes with the 
help of a group of students, and the results 
are overwhelmingly positive: no waste, no 
mess, fewer complaints, and less noise. 
Perhaps the only problem belongs to the 
student who can’t decide which of the four 
lines to opt for today. 

Student Peter Chiklis calls it all ‘‘fan- 
‘tastic”’ and says the sandwiches are ‘‘very 
fresh.”’ 

“Big deal if the submarines are a dime 
extra,’’ he says, pointing to a roll 
overflowing with ham and cheese, lettuce 
and tomato. ‘‘This would cost at least $1.25 
(some say $2 or $2.25) in a restaurant.”’ 
Students add their own mayonnaise, 
mustard, oregano, pickles and onions, and 
the sub comes with juice, milk and potato 
chips, all for 45 cents. 

Some students indicate that when they 
are ‘“‘tight’’ on cash they go with the 
‘““Type-A’”’ hot meal for 35 cents. This par- 
ticular day, ‘“‘Type-A’’ consists of baked 
chicken, potatoes and gravy, a vegetable, 
dessert, juice and milk. i 

Keith McEntyre looks up from his salad 
to say that he’s trying to lose weight and 
likes to be able to choose what he’ll eat. 
Amy Fitzgerald calls the offerings a 
“‘good variety,’’ and Warrior Quarterback 
Dan Welsh appreciates the ‘‘quantity.’’ 
His choice of the day: a sub. 


The faculty business has doubled since 
the new program went into effect, and 
Geometry Teacher Bill Drummond calls it 
“‘outstanding.”’ 

‘The faculty is very impressed with it,”’ 
he says, then adds to the delight of 
Students within earshot: ‘‘Every rat 
around here can find something he likes to 
eat.” 

Spanish Teacher Sally O’Brien says the 
program has improved 1000 per cent.”’ 

The salad bar is especially popular with 
girls, and Senior Vice-President Brian 
Bresnahan jokes that that’s -why he goes 
through that line even though he doesn’t 
like salad. The 12 to 15 choices are varied 
daily to include pickled beets, cottage 
cheese macaroni salad, cole slaw, even 
pieces of cold chicken. 

Bresnahan was the student behind the 
changes. 

“I heard a lot of complaining at the 
beginning of the year, in fact for the last 
couple of years,”’ he says. So he headed up 
a group of students to find out what the 
Students would like. The most frequent 
request was for submarines. He passed 
that suggestion on to Barron, and helped 
get the go-ahead from Principal Philip 
Wormwood. 

In the hot lunch program of the past, 
Bresnahan goes on, there was always 


something at every meal, like green 
beans, that the pupils didn’t go for. ‘“‘We 
used to empty the waste bin three to fou 


times a period,’’ he says. ‘‘Now it’s once a | 


period.”’ 


Both hot and cold subs are offered every © 
day but Wednesday, which is Pizza Day. | 


The cold subs (ham and cheese, roast 
beef) are made up fresh in the morning, 
but the hot ones (veal cutlets, peppe 


steaks, for instance), are served right ir " 


line. 


In fact, all food is prepared by the | 


cafeteria staff, which starts the day at 8 to 
be ready for the first line at 10:20. 


“A lot of people think we press buttons 
and the food comes out of the walls,” 
Barron says. “‘But it’s all home made.” 


He adds that he’s never had a complaint 
from the staff, even though they’ve-had 
extra work with the changes. ‘‘They’re 
just happy to see the students eat the food 
they prepare,”’ he says, and he credits the 
servers with setting a pleasant at- 
mosphere as well. 

““We try to make it like going out to a 
restaurant to eat,’’ he says. ‘‘We don’t just 
throw food on the plate like an Army 
camp.” 

The quarter pound line was the second 
new addition: students have a choice of a 
quarter pound hamburger, cheeseburger, 
hot dog or fish fillet, with french fries or 
potato chips, juice and milk. 

“The only complaint here,’’ Barron 
Says, ’’is that the hot dogs are too big.’’ 


One of Barron’s worries in the beginning 
was the cost of expansion, since federal 
and state government subsidizes only app- 
ly to the hot lunch. But the new lines are 
breaking even on their own, with some 
overflow help from the Snack bar. 

Most towns charge around 40, 45 to 55 
cents for lunches, Barron says, and their 
local taxpayers still have to pick up some 
of the tab. 

One of the reasons for breaking even 
here, he says, is that the cafeteria staff 
doesn’t waste a thing either. They’re 
professionals, he says, who can work 
miracles with leftovers. 

Instigated a few years ago, the snack 
bar is open from 7 a.m. to 2 p.m., and 
provides hot chocolate, juice, milk, hot 
Danish and muffins before school, plus 
yogurt, ice cream and some of what 
Barron calls packaged junk food. 


Barron, who used to feed 10,000 
Raytheon employees in Saudi Arabia, says 
he enjoys the kids and likes the more 
regular hours of the school job. He’s proud 
that he feeds 85 to 90 percent of the high 
schol — more than 1,000 students a day — 
while the average is 50 to 55 percent 
statewide. 

He says Andover is the only town with a 
self-service salad bar, and one of the few 
to offer a choice at all. He says surroun- 
ding towns have sent delegates to find out 
how it’s done. 

Most of all, Barron is proud that the 
students are taking better care of the 
cafeteria. There’s no mess in the salad 
line; it’s orderly and no one complains 
because it’s a little slower. There’s little 
litter around the tables and while there’s 
nationwide complaint about the amount of 
school lunches that end up in the garbage, 
there’s little waste here. 


“It’s a question of respect, back and 
forth,’’ says Baron, who was named 
‘‘Employee of the Year’ by Supt. Kenneth 
R. Seifert a few weeks ago. 

‘*You’d be amazed,’’ he goes on, ‘‘The 
program has cut down on the noise level 


about 75 per cent. You know why? Because, ,, . 


they’re eating, not talking.’’

pause one day a year to memorialize those 
who sacrificed much to make our country 
free. 

But, he went on, such tribute should be 
year ‘round.

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Board Issues Statement 


On Town Growth Policy 


Selectmen this week issued a statement 
of policy with regard to the town’s growth 
problems. 

The board decided to draft the state- 
ment in light of recent articles concerning 
problems which have arisen in the past 
with regard to growth and septic system 
installations, as well as increased sewer 
line connections. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
the statement was drafted by the board to 
indicate recognition of problems of the 
past as well what efforts are being made 
by the town to correct problems and meet 
the challenge of continued growth. 

The Board of Selectmen of Andover 
wishes to clarify for the benefit of the 
citizens of the town the policy that has 
been established and the steps which are 
being taken relative to the future growth 
of the town. Our purpose is to insure, in- 


sofar as possible, that the development of | 


the remaining useful open space in the 
town will proceed in an orderly manner 
and within the resources available to the 
town. 

Based upon comments received by in- 
dividual selectmen and upon commentary 
on the subject appearing from time to 
time in the press, as well as upon other 
sources of information, the Board is con- 
cerned lest citizens be confused as to the 


direction in which the Board is endeavor-. 


ing to guide the town. It is our intention at 
this time to focus upon these matters in 
the hope of stilling rumors and adverse 
reports in the press and of obtaining the 
support of the citizens of the town for the 


policies which have been adopted and the 
steps being taken to implement them. 

Specifically, the Board of Selectmen 
favors a policy best described as one of 
‘‘managed growth.’’ As long as real 
property taxes constitute the principal 
source of the town’s income to pay the 
costs of installation and operation of 
public utilities, highways and schools, it is 
essential that requirements for the expan- 
sion of these remain at a level which the 
taxpayers of the town can afford and that 
they not be allowed to peak so rapidly as to 
constitute an unbearable ‘burden upon 
these taxpayers. The impact of these costs 
must be, as far as possible, spread out 
over a period of time and in such a way as 
to allow the increasing population of the 
town to share equally in whatever burden 
may be entailed. After much study and 
discussion of the subject of an investiga- 
tion into the problems arising from uncon- 
trolled growth and their consequent 
effects upon the town tax rate, the Board 
has concluded that there is no acceptable 
alternative to the policy of managed 
growth. 

With the appointment of a new Town 
Manager in the person of Mr. Jared S. A. 
Clark, steps are now being taken by the 
latter, with the wholehearted support of 
the Board, to so reorganize the town 
government -as to group together those 
departments and offices directly concern- 
ed with growth, such as Health, Planning, 
Conservation, Inspection, etc., under a 
new Director of Community Develop- 
ment. The Director of Community 


Development will assist in coordinating 
the many responsibilities and statutory 
requirements of the various Boards, Com- 
missions and Staff who have a regulatory 
responsibility for growth and development 
within the Town. It is our intent to im- 
prove upon the quality of development and 
construction through revised regulations 
and improved administrative practices 
which will at the same time minimize un- 
necessary red tape. This new organization 
is expected to reduce to a minimum oppor- 
tunities for failure of the system which 
have inadvertently occurred in the past. 
Hopefully they will be eliminated entirely. 
The reorganization is being accomplished 
within the statutory authority of the Town 
Manager and the resources made 
available to him with the approval by the 
Annual Town Meeting of the Budget for 
1979. | 

Because of other sanitation problems 
presented by the imminent overloading of 
the town’s sewer system channelled as it 
is through the Riverina Road Pumping 
Station, the Board of Selectmen sitting as 
Sewer Commissioners for the town, had 
proposed to the Annual Town Meeting a 
moratorium on connections to the system 
to be in effect for not more than two years 
while the necessary steps were taken to 
upgrade the pumping station and to 
develop a Master Plan for phased exten- 
sion of the sewer system within the town. 
This last is intended to be developed into a 
Comprehensive Plan for the future 
development of the town as called for in 
the Capital Improvement Program

ment for the new nation. 

The academy’s Constitution itself 
expressed Phillips’ concern Over the 
social and political changes that were 
taking place, over ‘‘...the prevalence 
of ignorance, vice and wickedness.”’ 


Phillips Academy grew up with the 
new Nation, but took something of a 
back seat during the mid-19th century 
to the Andover Theological 
Seminary, which was founded in 1808 
to combat the ‘‘threat’’ of Calvinism 
at Harvard, and took up the largest 
share of Andover Hill. Both schools 
were run by the same board of 
trustees, who seemed more concerned 
about Calvinism than training young 
boys in English and Latin and the 
‘“‘real business of living.”’ 

But the Academy got new life anda 
much enlarged campus when the 


‘Seminary moved on to Cambridge in 


1908. : 

The school has continued to grow 
during this century to a complex of 160 
buildings and a staff of more than 330. 
Students between the ages of 15 and 18 
(in contrast to Pearson’s first class 
which included a six-year-old and.a 30- 


year-old) arrive from 40 states and 


more than 30 foreign countries. 


A major adaptation to the times 
was the merger of Phillips and 
neighbor Abbot Academy’ five years 
ago. While some would revise the two- 
to-one, boy-girl ratio, more women 
are now being enrolled at Phillips in a 
given year than were in a year at Ab- 
bot. 

The merger was in the works when 
Headmaster Theodore Sizer arrived 
in 1972. 

Responsive to the needs of today — 
and tomorrow — he hails the in- 
dependence of the private school 
‘“‘which allows us to stand for 
traditions that may be out of fashion, 
and to experiment with new forms of 
schools to create new traditions.”’ 

One such experiment is the 
“Complementary Schools’’ program. 


Wanting to complement , not com- 
pete with public schools, Dr. Sizer has 
promoted cooperation with them, — 
and has offered Phillips courses to 
public schools that cannot afford the 
same academic variety. /ndover’s 
language department, for instance, in- 
cludes courses in French, German, 
Italian, Russian, Spanish, Latin and 
Greek. In an unusual concentration on 
the arts, 28 Phillips teachers are 
devoted exclusively to art, music and 
theatre. 

Short Term Institutes have been 


formed to give youths from other. 


communities work in subjects not 
generally available in their home 
schools, such as Russian, bio- 
chemistry, visual studies, issues in 
law, medicine and education. Boar- 
ding here, they cram a semester to a 
year’s worth of one subject into a 
period of a few weeks. 

The new (MS)? — math and science 
for minority students — begins the 
summer after 9th grade. Participants 
return three more times to be ready 
for college that will in turn prepare 
them for technical careers. 

Because of rising college costs, An- 
dover also offers many college-level 
courses to hopefully cut-down on the 
time. and money a student will need to 
spend on higher education. 

Andover is making a special effort 
in 1978 to shed the image of a ‘‘bastion 
for the rich.’’ It was opened back in 
1778 for youth ‘‘from every quarter,” 


and that philosophy, too, has stood the | 


test of time. 
Headmaster Sizer wrote recently: 


‘It should be a privilege to attend 
Andover, but Andover should not be a 
school of privilege. We are committed 
to enrolling able students from all 
economic levels, from every racial, 
religious and ethnic entity, ‘from 
every quarter’ of American life, and 
from foreign lands: Our Constitution 
bids us to do this. Andover is no single 
group’s sanctuary. In a day when 
many Americans, by their actions, 
are rejecting even the ideology of the 
melting pot, we assert it.’’

Phillips Academy and Abbot 
Academy had existed side by side for 
nearly 150 years before the marriage 
took place in the Summer of 1973. 

While things weren’t always so cozy 
— witness the barbed wire fence that 
once divided the two — the idea of a 
merger wasn’t exactly new. 

Early in her 33-year term as prin- 
cipal, back in 1862, Miss Philena 
McKeen had written her hope that 
someday ‘‘Abbot and Phillips will join 
together in the task of educating 
young people — male and female — in 
one school.’’ 

At Abbot’s 50th anniversary in 1879, 
Associate Principal J. B. Bittinger 
also asked to be indulged for a word 
about the sexes. 

‘*, . in the less remote future,’’ he 
said, ‘‘there will be no dividing at the 
higher education. The coeducation of 
our sons and daughters will proceed 
uninterruptedly from the common 
cradle to the common grave.”’ 

The mutual benefits of sharing, if 
not merging, were generally accepted 
in those days. Abbot, Phillips, the 
Punchard Free School (forerunner of 
Andover High) and the Andover 
Theological Seminary exchanged 
faculty, courses and facilities with 
considerable freedom. Miss Phebe 
McKeen, author of books for girls and 
sister of the principal, taught a course 
in English composition at Phillips, 
while the Rev. Calvin Stowe taught a 
course in religion at Abbot. Both 
Punchard and Phillips allowed Abbot 
girls to witness chemistry and physics 
experiments in their laboratories, 
since Abbot’s natural science

facilities were generally lacking. 

Stricter days returned, however, 
and the schools were their most 
separate selves in the~1920’s and 
1930’s. 

The Beginning 

On Feb. 26, 1829, Abbot was incor- 
porated as the first academy in 
Massachusetts for the training of 
girls. 

It had come about largely through 
the efforts of Squire Samuel Farrah, 
perhaps Andover’s most picturesque 
citizen of the day, and the Rev. 
Samuel Jackson of West Parish 
Church. Both believed in ‘‘the natural 
intelligence of women.”’ 

Mrs. Sarah Abbot, a second cousin 
of Phillips Academy’s founder and 
widow of the first steward of the 
Seminary, gave the school its actual 
start by pledging $1,000 — on the con- 
dition that Abbot be located on School 
Street rather than on Main Street as 
the men had intended. 

Some mothers had objected that the 


“‘highway’’ was frequented by . 


“‘theologues and academy boys,’’ and 
temptation for both sexes seemed less 
likely. a couple blocks away. (As 
recently as 20 years ago, Abbot girls 
were still not allowed to walk down- 
town on Wednesday and Saturday 
aafternoons — times Phillips boys 
were not in class. ). 

The Abbot course of study was 
always a vigorous one, instilling girls 
with a strong intellectural drive and 


character influenced by the religious: 


climate of the time. The ultimate 
graduate was, perhaps, the well- 
rounded missionary wife. Physical 
health and exercise, music and other 
arts, were important as well. 

Anna L. Dawes of the Class;of 1871 
and later a political columnist, wrote 
of her Abbot days: 


nd men side by side at Andover, 1978 
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“We were taught to be intellectu al 
women; we were almost obliged to 
make for ourselves noble characters. 
There was created a great desire for 
accomplishment.”’ "9 

But lest anyone think life was staid . 
and solemn -in the pursuit of ex- 
cellence, diaries and daybooks of the 
time have also revealed high-spirited 
accounts of outings with ‘‘Phillipians 
and Theologues.’’ 

In ‘‘Journal of An Abbot Academy 
Girl, Harriet Chapell Newcomb wrote 
of her life there from 1874-76, and 
clearly indicated that when out of 
sight of their mentors, the girls 
could behave with a startling lack of 
decorum, even to the point of lying 
about on the floor and furniture! 


The Abbot-Phillips merger has, 
needless to say, changed the complex- 
ion of both campuses, and the mix of 
sexes has become a fact of life. PA 
now has an enrollment of 683 boys and 
403 girls — more girls, incidentally, 
than ever attended Abbot. in a given 
year — and each of Andover’s six 
residential clusters includes both 
boys’ and girls’ dormitories. 

The girls have distinguished 
themselves in all aspects of Phillips 
life: They’ve had better winning 
seasons than men in athletics; in 1976- 
77 they received 60 percent of the- 
academic prizes. In 1975-76 the presi- 
dent of the Phillipian was a girl, and 
in. 1977-78 girls served as co-chairman 
of Blue Key and president of the Ab- 
bot Cluster. 

While and Abbot Cluster of dorms 
still exists, the rest of the Old Abbot 
campus will likely be sold. The 
Trustees are now searching for a 
“compatible alternative’ use of the 
main part of the Abbot campus that is 
acceptable to both the school and the 
town. ° 

Morton-House, at least for now, con- 
tinues to be the Abbot Alumnae 
Headquarters.

This Memory of Yesteryear Presented by 
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Andover-Exeter Rivalry 100 Years Old 


By Joseph Wennik 


Transcendent forces must have dic- 
tated that Phillips Academy, in the 
year of its 200th Birthday, would win 
its 50th Andover-Exeter football game 
in the nation’s oldest football rivalry. 
It took mighty forces, indeed, to give 
a winless team its sole victory of the 
season, an inspirational one capping 

q Steve Sorota’s final and 42nd con- 
secutive season as PA’s coach. 


In a rivalry which began in 1878 and 
has provided 97 games in a century of 
football, Andover has won 50, lost 39 
and tied eight. During Sorota’s four 
decades at the helm, Phillips can 
‘boast a 27-14-2 record. The statistical- 
ly minded might also enjoy noting that 
the years 1905-1912 saw the Academy 
win eight straight, a string unequaled 
by either team since. 

The Sorota years offered another 
Statistical phenomenon: in 1956 Ex- 
eter humiliated Andover before its 
own fans 45-6; the following fall PA 
returned the favor by defeating Ex- 
eter on its field by the identical 
score. But humiliations have been few 
in the rivalry’s history, and they have 
tended to neutralize themselves. For 
instance, Exeter’s 78-7 defeat of PA in 
1914 was finally avenged by Andover’s 
99-0 victory in 1952. 

Statistics, the objective measure of 
teams, coaches and players, cannot 
communicate, however, what it, 
meant for those of us who played in 
one or more A-EK games. Our ex- 
periences would all be different, of 
course, and it would be interesting to 
poll the long list of ‘“Townies’’ who

Whatever others might recall, my 
memories of the 1951 game are as 
crisp mow as‘ was the air on ‘that 
November Saturday in Plimpton 
Stadium.

We were undefeated, hav- 
ing had among our victims the likes of 
the Harvard, Tufts and Mass 
Maritime Frosh.

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**Phillips No. 2” Revived By Students 


Three enterprising Phillips 
Academy seniors this year gave new 
life to a historical treasure they’ll be 
‘riding — or at least walking alongside 
— at Saturday’s gala Bicentennial 
Parade. - 

The ‘‘Hunneman Tub,”’ or ‘‘Phillips 
No. 2” as the old hand pump was 
known on the Hill, was dragged to 
fires on campus and around town 
from 1850 to about 1893. It has been 
stored here and there ever since, en- 
ding up in the basement of Evans Hall 
until Senior Susan Perry blew off the 
dust last fall. 

She first read about it in the book, 
‘“‘An Old New England School,’’ made 
some inquiries, and then teamed up 
with Nicholas Stillman to restore it. 
Last term they got credit for their 
work as an Independent Project, un- 
der the auspices of the Art Depart- 
ment. Susan has also written a term 
paper on the old fire vehicle for a 
course this term in the History of 
Phillips and Abbot Academies. 

Perry and Stillman were joined this 
spring by Bruce Thompson, who is do- 
ing the restoration as a non-athletic 
sport. 

Susan says they’ve spent about as 
much time on it as on all their other 
courses combined, but it’s been worth 
it. She’s done research in the 
. Academy Archives, the Andover 
- Historial Society, and all over Boston, 
_and found it anything but boring. 
Susan, incidently, hails from 
Grantham, N. H., where similar tubs 
still exist, and where her father is a 
volunteer fireman.

Continued From Page 8-A 
with stripping coats and coats of paint 
— including a recent one added when 
the tub was on loan to Governor 
Dummer Academy in the 50’s. They 
sanded down the wood and even the 
.copper domes which held the water, 
and all the other metal trim. 

William C. Hunneman of Roxbury 
and his partner, the foremost makers 
of hand tubs in the country, were once 
apprentices of Paul Revere, Susan 
says; hence the fine craftsmanship in 
the copper domes themselves.

In 1782, Paul Revere was com- 


missioned to make the Phillips 


Academy seal. He engraved the 
educational faith of Andover’s 
founders — ‘‘the end depengis upon the 
beginning’ — around the symbols of 
the rising sun and the hive of in- 
dustrious bees.

Howell Lewis, George Washington’s 
nephew from Fredericksburg, Va., 
came to Andover in 1785, and 
Washington himself visited the school 
to review the troops on the P.A. Train- 
ing Field (where the Bell Tower now 
Stands) in 1789. Washington subse- 
quently sent four grandnephews to the 
school. 

The Presidential line continued with 
President Theodore Roosevelt’s son. 
John F. Kennedy, Jr., is presently at 
Andover, and Will Daniel, grandson of 
President Harry S. Truman, 
graduated in 1977. ; 

Other famous students have made 
their mark in a variety of fields. John 
T. Kirkland, Class of 1786, was presi- 
dent of Harvard from 1810 to 1828, and 
he was succeeded there by Josiah 
Quincy, also Class of 1786 and a 
member of the original 13 students at 
Andover in 1778. Quincy had also been 
Mayor of Boston from 1823 to 1828. 


Other early graduates included

During Phillips Academy’s first 
century, the faculty was little more 
than a small group of browbeaten 
assistants thoroughly subservient to 
the headmaster — particularly during 
the reign of ‘‘Uncle Sam’’ Taylor. 

It remained for Cecil Bancroft, the 
progressive eighth headmaster, to 
transform the faculty into an indepen- 
dent body of scholar-teachers with 
responsibilities of their own. 


What he was looking for, Bancroft 
said, were teachers ‘‘who are both 
able and willing to remain with us, 
giving us not only their ‘prentice 
work,’ but also their highest and best 
professional work in the glory and 
pride of their teaching powers. . .”’ 

Bancroft was the first to seek 
higher salaries for his teachers and to 
encourage them to participate in the 
running of the school and the moder- 
nizing of the curriculum. He recogniz- 
ed the importance of adequate com- 
pensation, a sense of status, and 
respect for professional skills. 

Today, PA asks much of its faculty 
— a 24-hour commitment to the rather 
complicated needs of growing 
adolescents. While the heart of the 
work is in the classroom, the tradition 
of ‘‘schoolmastering’’ calls for the 
teacher to serve simultaneously as 
housemaster, counselor, coach and 
parttime administrator. un 

Headmaster Theodore R. Sizer 
wrote recently that Andover’s 
teachers are ‘‘strong personalities in- 
dividuals of energy and well- 
considered values, instructors whose 
work is in the classroom and also on 
the playing field, in the dormitory, in 
the dining hall — in short, across the

full range of places where both adult 
and young person meet. 

‘‘American education is moving 
away from such a model of teacher,”’ 
he goes on. ‘‘In the mistaken belief 
that ‘efficiency’ will result, teaching 
is broken into mechanistic bits. An- 
dover makes a stand for the other, 
older tradition, for whole teachers 
who are concerned about whole 
pupils, their struggles and joys, their 
bodies and souls as well as their 
brains.”’ 

Andover’s faculty today numbers 
187 — 18 with Ph.D’s and 100 with 
master’s degrees. Some 162 are full- 
time; 125 are men and 64, women. 
Their median length of Andover ser- 
vice is 10 years; their median age, 40. 

Andover’s Bicentennial Campaign 
seeks to raise $17.1 million to 
recognize the. faculty and staff in 
several ways: by 12 new Teaching 
Foundations, three Bicentennial 
Instructorships, higher salaries 
across the board, a Teaching 
Fellowship program and an employee 
pension fund. 

A total of 13 Teaching Foundations 
have been created over the past cen- 
tury, particularly to honor strong 
teachers who are also recognized out- 
side the Academy as scholars in their 
particular academic disciplines. One 
example is .Dudley Fitts, whose 
achievements as poet, literary critic 
and translator enriched his work as 
Andover teacher and housemaster. 


An increase of 12 Foundations will 
bring the total to a quarter of the 
faculty, in hopes of setting a level of

Andover Phillips Academy’s 
Bicentennial Celebration, coupled 
with a multi-million drive for funds, 
continues a tradition that began 100 
years ago. 


When Cecil F. P. Bancroft became 
_ headmaster in 1873, he found a school 
_ which was running behind financially 
‘ every year, and falling off in atten- 
dance. Something dramatic was need- 
| ed to revive interest, and so he looked 
at the approaching 100th anniversary 
aS a means of drumming up 
enthusiasm. 
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Marcus Morton, one of the town’s 
leading citizens, was chairman of that 
event (In 1878 he was a Justice of the 
State Supreme Judicial Court and in 
1882 be became Chief Justice). Nearly 
100 families in town volunteered their 
homes for faraway guests, and some 
242 townspeople subscribed $2,024.85 
for the event. The additional cost of 
ma the program — $897.02 — was provid- 

3 ed by Deacon Peter Smith.

New England,’’ the largest of many 
gifts at the celebration was the Peter 
Smith Byers Endowment Fund of $40,- 
000, the income from which was to be 
‘forever used for the support and 
maintenance of the Principal for the 
time being of Phillips Academy.”’ Its 
creators were Peter Smith and his 
brother John Smith, both of Andover, 
and a nephew, John Byers of New 
York. 

The Centennial marked a decisive 
turning point in the history of Phillips 
Academy, Fuess went on. The lean 
years were left behind, and the 


- Academy gradually became more 


prosperous than the Seminary with 
which it shared Andover Hill. Before 
Dr. Bancroft died in 1901, it had 
become the great national, indepen- 
dent school it is today. 


150 Years 

When time came for the Sus- 
quecentennial, Thomas Cochran, 
(who built George Washington Hall 
complete with the Gilbert Stuart por- 
trait of the Father of His Country, 
Samuel F. B. Morse Hall, Paul 
Revere Hall, Oliver Wendell Holmes 
Library, Addison Gallery of American 
Art, Cochran Chapel and Moncrieff 
Cochran Sanctuary) insisted the 
President of the United States should 
come. 


Since Cochran had done some 
favors for Calvin Coolidge, and Head- 
master Al Stearns had been a 
classmate of the President’s at 
Amherst, the visit was arranged. 
President and Mrs. Coolidge arrived 
by special train, and he addressed a 
crowd of 20,000 — the largest ever 
assembled in town — in front of 
Samuel Phillips Hall. It marked the 
first time since 1789 that Andover had

coach still participating in the annual 
A-E football rite, the games are 
different. The teams are just as well- 
coached and play just as ferociously. 
But it seems to be that the game has 
been subordinated in this age to the 
occasion, an occasion seized by both 
schools to joust with vandalistic 
pranks and simplistic obscenities. 
Somehow the school communities do 
not identify vitally with the teams on 
the field but rather contest against 
each other through a vulgar verbal 


crossfire over the heads of the players 
on the field. 
But such are the times. And times 


change. Slowly I sense that with the 
return to ‘‘basics,’’ the proms, and 
other symbols of another era, we 
might be seeking to re-contact some 
of what was good about the past. 
Whether such rituals as that which 
just completed its first 100 years will 
live on spiritedly into Phillips 
Academy’s third century remains to 


be seen. Some think it should and will. 


I, for one.

to Andover Theological Seminary ‘in: ° 


1852 to teach sacred literature, his 
wife Harriet Beecher Stowe was 
already a household word. 

She had just published her book 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’’ an immediate 
sensation that had sold a million and a 
half copies in a pirated edition in 
England alone. She continued her 
writing here, and received literary 
guests from all over the world. 

But she left her mark on Andover as 
well, and the Stowes gained the 
reputation of being a little eccentric, 
if not somewhat odd — at least by 
their neighbors’ standards. 

When the Stowe’s arrived on the 
Hill, there was no residence for them 
and Mrs. Stowe settled on the Stone 
House, an enormous shell of a building 
that had been built as a woodworking 
Shop for the recreation of 
seminarians. They had been construc- 
ting coffins there, among other things. 

Mrs. Stowe decorated the house, ac- 
cording to Archivist Juliet Kellogg, 
with great style and flair, and she 
somewhat’ shocked the strict 
Congregationalist community by giv- 
ing parties and entertainments — 
complete with charades and tableaux 
— for the students. One year she set 
up a Christmas tree, at a time when 
Christma” was regarded as a papist 
festival. . ue was even suspected, the 
story goes, of going to the theatre and 
of having ‘‘Episcopalian leanings.”’ In 
any event she was certainly quaint 
looking, with her tight little curls and 
old-fashioned gowns, and she once

described herself as ‘‘A little bit of a 
woman .. . never very much to look at 
in my best days. . .”’ 

Harriet Beecher Stowe is also 
credited with organizing the first Ab- 
bot Bazaar, a tradition which con- 
tinues fo this day, and while here, she 
wrote two more books in response to 
reactions to ‘‘Uncle Tom’’:— ‘‘A Key 
To Uncle Tom’s Cabin” in 1853 and 
“Dred, A Tale of the Great Dismal 
Swamp”’ in 1856. 

Even though the Stowes moved to 
Hartford in 1864, Harriet Beecher 
chose to be buried at the Seminary 
Burying Ground on Chapel Avenue. 
The Stowe House is now a faculty 
residence on Bartlet Street, having 
been moved from its original site 
where the Andover Inn now stands. 
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Brought ‘Style’ To Hill 
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A Gallery Of Headmasters 


Eliphalet Pearson 


1778-1786 


Pearson was brought to Andover to by 
his old Governor Dummer and Har- 
vard Classmate, Samuel Phillips, Jr., 
to be the first headmaster. He helped 
set the academic tone of the school by 
Standing firm on the classics, while 
Phillips tended more toward practical 
subjects such as gardening and hard 
labor that would help with the “real 
business of living.’’ As a teacher, 
Pearson was the terror of his students

and Josiah Quincy wrote: ‘The 
Preceptor was distant and haughty in 
his manners. I have no recollection of 
his ever having shown any considera- 
tion for my childhood. Fear was the 
only impression I received from his 
treatment of myself and others.” 
Pearson was ordained late in life and 
became a brilliant preacher. He was 
also a partner of Phillips’ in a gun- 
powder mill in Andover.

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Samuel foe Taylor 
1837-187 


Known as ‘‘Uncle Sam’’ to the boys, 
Taylor was a hard-driving martinet 
who whipped the boys into shape and 
insisted that the classics were the 
only subjects worth studying. He 
demanded absolutely rigid 
translations, made an occupation of 
converting boys to Calvinism, and 
hated levity of even the most 
harmless kind. He was known to hide 
in the bushes to catch boys doing what 
they shouldn’t and was harsh in his 
punishment. 


Cecil F. P. Bancroft 
1873-1901 


Dr, Bancroft is credited with setting 
the “‘sturdily American, democratic 
tone’ of the modern Andover, and of 
bringing new spirit to a school which 
was threatened with ossification. 
Despite financial troubles and declin- 
ing enrollments, he transformed the 
academy into a residential school of 
high academic quality by changes in 
curriculum, faculty and housing 
provisions for students. During his ad- 
ministration enrollment increased 


from 262 to more than 400 pupils.

Under John Kemper, continued 
changes in educational practice and 
theory took place which enabled An- 
dover to maintain its leadership in 
secondary school education, and put 
Kemper on the cover of TIME 
Magazine in 1962. Major capital fund 
drives in the 1950’s and 60’s brought a 
new gymnasium, hockey rink, science 
complex with observatory, library 
wing and six new dormitories. Enroll- 
ment was increased to over 900 and 
the faculty to over 100, and the 
groundwork was laid for the merger 
of Phillips and Abbot Academies.

Theodore R. Sizer 
1972- 
Formerly dean of the Harvard

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A Stroll Down Memory Lane 
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Modern day campus “rap” in the Spring sunshine. Campus 
fashions have radically changed from early times when Phillips 
men wore vested suits and high, stiff collars and Abbot girls 
affected buttoned-to-the-neck long, dark dresses. 
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36 Main Street 
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Phillips Academy’s campus, its 
predominantly red brick, neo- 
Georgian buildings a classical back 
drop for-cherry blossoms, golden 
maple leaves and mid-winter snow 
flakes, is a year-round, visual delight. 


But a stroll through the scenic, 
campus is a virtual trip through 200 
years of Andover history. And 160 
buildings and faculty homes, provide 
a encyclopedia of architecture, from 
colonial, Federal and neo-Georgian to 
Victorian and modern styles. 


From its inauspicious beginnings in 
the carpenter’s shop at the corner of 
Phillips Street, the early campus ex- 
isted largely on the West Side, while 
the Theological Seminary occupied 
more formidable structures on 
today’s main campus. 


The old Latin Commons , built in 
1834, ran roughly down Phillips Street 


and the English Commons, over 


toward the power plant, were the first 
dorms. Box-like, shingled structures 
with no conveniences, they each hous- 
ed 12 boys, with little or no supervi- 
sion. 

When the Seminary moved on to 
Cambridge in 1908, the academy glad- 
ly took over its buildings and the cam- 
pus center shifted. 

The modern campus, as its exists 
today, was generally shaped by 
Thomas Cochran, Class of 1890, a man 
of enormous vision and seemingly 
endless wealth. In the late 1920’s and 
early 30’s, he launched a major 
building plan which included not only 
new buildings, which he financed, but 
the reshuffling of old ones. For 
several years it was not unusual to see 
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Nostalgia! 


entire buildings rolling by on their 
way to new locations. 


Great Quadrangle 

In his quest for campus harmony, he 
first concentrated on The Great 
Quadrangle, with Samuel Phillips 
Hall, the central classroom building, 
the focal point. : 

At the north end of the Quadrangle, 
Cochran built George Washington 
Hall to be the main administration 
building. To the west were Bartlet and 
Foxcroft Halls, built in 1820 and 1808 
for the Seminary and still serving as 
dorms today. Cochran had their fourth 
stories removed in 1929 to make them 
more harmonious with the surroun- 
ding buildings. 

Pearson Hall, designed by Architect 
Charles Bulfinch and built in 1818 as 
the center of Seminary life (it con- 
tained chapel, library and 
classrooms), originally stood between 
Bartlet and Foxcroft, directly op- 
posite Samuel Phillips. Bancroft had 
it moved to the south end of the 
Quadrangle, however, to make. way 
for the Vista. 

He envisioned an unobstructed view 
from the front steps of Samuel 
Phillips all the way across the Lawn 
and Main Street, to the southwestern 
edge of campus. 

Also at the south end of the 
Quadrangle is Samuel F. B.- Morse 
Hall, named for a former graduate 
and built in 1928 by Alfred I. duPont, 
himself a member of the Class of 1882. 


At the southwest corner of the 


Quadrangle, Cochran had built the 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Library, and 
at the northwest, the Addison Gallery

of American Art. It includes works by 
Winslow Homer, Edward Hopper and 
Thomas Eakins, among others. 


The Lawn 

To the west of the Quadrangle and 
east of Main Street is the Lawn — 
bounded on the south, across Salem 
Street, by the Memorial Bell Tower 
and on the north, by Cochran Chapel. 

The Tower, built in 1923, was a gift 
of Samuel Fuller, Class of 1894, in 
memory of PA graduates who died in 
World War I, ard in the name of 
descendents of the Rev. Samuel 
Fuller, first rector of Christ Church. 
_ The Chapel, built by Cochran in 1932 
in memory of his parents, is the 
center of the school’s religious life, 
with services for Catholics, Protes- 


_tant and Jews. 


The Armillary Sphere on the 
southwest corner of the lawn was 
another move in Cochran’s plan. 


Designed and cast in 1928 by Paul: 


Manship, it was originally placed in 
front of Samuel Phillips Hall, and was 
moved in 1931 by Thomas Cochran, so 
as not to obstruct the Vista. 

The sphere, a type of sundial in the 
form of a skeletal celestial dome is 
made of metal hoops representing the 
equator, eliptic tropics and arctic and 
antarctic circles. 

Across Salem Street is Hardy 
House, the home of the Academy’s 
first headmaster, Dr. Eliphalet Pear- 
son, from 1806 to 1810. It was used by 
Headmaster John Adams, his wife 
ahd 10 children from 1810 to 1833, and 
now houses the Admissions Depart- 
ment. 

Bulfinch Hall served as the third all- 
purpose Academy Building when it 
was built in 1819. It has since served 
as a gymnasium, dining hall and today 
is the home of the English Depart- 
ment. 


The West Side 
Across Main Street is the West 
Quadrangle, a series of dormitories 
built from 1911 to 1913, the gift of 
Alumnus Melville C. Day. The dorms 


Were a Significant step forward in the 


Academy’s commitment to house all 
its students. 


North on Main are academy faculty 


residences, Churchill House, built in 


1885 and Pease House, built in 1814, 
and Phelps House, the home of the 
headmaster since 1934. 
Phelps House, an imposing white 
structure, was 'built in 1809 by William 
Bartlet, a Newburyport merchant, as 
a residence for the Seminary’s first 
president. : 
Across Phillips Street, on the site of 
the original academy building, is the 
Peabody Archaeology Building, built 
in 1901; Park House, a faculty 
residence; Double Brick House, built 
in 1829 as home for the music master, 
and home for many years of Head- 
master’ Samuel M. Taylor (now a 
faculty residence and- dormitory); 
Graves Hall, built in 1882-92. home of 
the music department; The Physical 
Plant and Samaritan House, built in 
1824. Samaritan House was originally 
an infirmary for seminary students, 
later a residence for headmasters and 
now, for faculty and students. It was 
moved to its present site in 1929 to 
make way for Cochran Chapel. 


Abbot Hall 

On down School Street is thé Abbot 
Circle, site of decades of festive 
events, with Abbot Hall and McKeen 
Hall flanking the enormous, shingle- 
Style Draper Hall. Abbot Hall, the 
original academy building built in 
1829, was rebuilt in 1906 to contain a 
Chapel, observatory, art Gallery, 
larger assembly hall and_ science 
laboratories. Plans are to preserve 


Abbot Hall, though much of the rest of : 


the old Abbot campus will be sold. 

Other buildings of particular 
historic note include America House 
on Main Street, built as a boarding 
house in 1825. It was in the first floor, 
at the right of the porch, where 
Samuel F. Smith wrote ““My Country, 
tis of Thee’’ in 1832. Smith was:a stu- 
dent at Andover Theological 
Seminary at the time. 

America House has been used by 
Phillips Academy as a dorm since 
1919.

Archaeologists May Dig 
At Old Shattuck Farm 


On the spot where the old 
carpenter’s shop, the original Phillips 
Academy classroom, once stood, the 
Robert §. Peabody Foundation for 
Archaeology is one of the school 
facilities open to the public. 

A research-oriented operation, it 
boasts a fine library specializing in 
the American Indian and New 
England archaeology. Its galleries in- 
Clude possibly the only exhibit of New 
England archaeology in New 


England, and artifacts gleaned from. 


the Foundation’s work over the years 
in the Southwest, the Mounds of 
Eastern U.S., the Yukon and Nova 
Scotia, the 10-year research in 
Tehuacan, Mexico, and most recently 
in Peru. 

Director Richard S. “‘Scotty”’ 
MacNeish specializes in the origins of 
agriculture because ‘of course ”’ 
agriculture is the basis of any Civiliza- 
tion, he says. His most renowned fin- 
ding in Mexico was the earliest known 
origins of corn, dating back some 7000 
years. That discovery, he says, has 
resulted in the development of new 
kinds of corn, and billions of bushels 
are now being produced in Siberia and 
Northern Canadian areas where corn 
could not be grown before. 

Follow-up research on agriculture 
continues in Peru, where they’ve dis- 
covered the beginnings of the potato, 
lima bean and peanut. 

The Foundation has published five 
books on the work in Mexico, and is 
about to publish six more on Peru. 
Just two weeks ago, Dr. MacNeish 
himself published a textbook he 
laughs “will probably be cursed by 
Students for decades.”’ 

Called ‘‘The Science of 
Archaeology?’’ — and he Says the im- 
portant part is the question mark — it 
is somewhat biographical, telling 
what it’s like to be an archaeologist 
(he’s been one for some 42 years) and 


also discussing theory and the testing 
of theory. 

MacNeish is one of only eight 
archaeologist members of the 
prestigious National Academy of 
Science, and has published a total of 
174 books and articles. 

A new and important project for the 
Andover community, dependent upon 
receipt of government contracts, is a 
“conservation archaeology”’ project 
at the Shattuck Farm in West An- 
dover, the proposed site of a new, 
many-acre trade mart. Peabody and 
Boston University have bid on the job. 

“We have bulldozers breathing 
down our necks-on this one,”’ says 
MacNeish, who claims the 
Merrimack River bank in the Shat- 
tuck Farm area has been the site of a 
whole series of Indian villages off and 
on for 7000 — or possibly even 10,000 — 

years. It is important, he says, 
because little is known of the 
prehistoric Indian. 

MacNeish also holds the hope that 
this is the site of Pentucket, the first 
Indian village recorded by the white 
man in New England. It has never 
been found. 

A tremendous amount of material 
has already come off the Shattuck 
Farm site, MacNeish says, and they 
hope to rescue much more before con- 
struction begins. 

Peabody offers one class in 
archaeology theory and method to 
Phillips seniors each year, and 
MacNeish says the Shattuck dig would 
be a fine opportunity to use Phillips 
students and possibly, because of the 
immediacy involved, interested 
volunteers from the community, 

The Peabody Foundation was 
originally started by Richard S. 
Peabody back in 1901, and is open free 
to the public Monday through Friday, 
8 to 4; Saturday, 10 to 5 and Sunday, 1 
to 5.

The school now doles out about $1 
million a year in grants and 
scholarships to about a third of its 
Students, while totally supporting 
more than 40 of them. 

But the total cost of an Andover 
“mind and morals’’ education is far 
more than the regular $4500 tuition — 
and the school’s endowment makes up 
some $3500 for each and every stu- 
dent. - 

The $50 million Bicentennial Cam- 
paign is an effort to insure that stu- 
dent aid can keep ahead of future 
costs, as well as to improve faculty 
salaries and school facilities. 

And finally, attitudes have changed 
with the times. Flexibility and 
creativity and mutual respect are 
having their day in the 70’s. As one 
Student puts it in the popular made- 
for-the-Celebration movie, ‘‘Here’s 


Andover’’: ‘‘Now we’re allowed to 


walk on the grass.”’ 
Dr. Sizer sums it up differently: 


“Our American culture, alas, is not 
one which takes youth seriously. True, 
we ‘use’ adolescents as a market and 
sell much to them. We make fetishes 
of their tastes. We curse them and try 
to curb them when they disturb adult 
lives. But, generally, Americans feel 
that the teenaged years are something 
to get over, certainly not something in 
which to invest, to respect or to trust. 

“‘The founders. of this school knew 
better, and we reassert that 
knowledge. We do take youth, and 
adolescent education, seriously. 
Youth is important, a crucial time of 
life. For those whom Andover serves, 
now and in the future, we want it to be 
a rich, constructive and joyful ex- 
perience.”

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WASHINGTON — The Sovi- 
ets are concentrating on 
parapsychology tech- 
niques, and it has U‘S.

Some day, for example, 
they might be able to read 
classified documents and 
learn other military 
Secrets by mental 
telepathy. They possibly 
could brainwash our mili- 
tary leaders or even assas- 
sinate them by long-dis- 


tance ESP. 
This may sound like 
“The Force’’ from. the 


movie ‘‘Star Wars.’’ But 
the Defense Intelligence 
Agency is quite serious 
about it. 

One intelligence docu- 
ment discusses ‘‘the stra- 
tegic threat posed by the 
current explosion in Soviet 
parapsychology research 

. the potential applica- 
tions of focusing mental 
influences on an enemy 
through hypnotic telepathy 
have surely occurred to the 
Soviets ... control and ma- 
nipulation of the human 
consciousness must be con- 
sidered a primary goal.”’ 


The intelligence analysis 
suggests that the Soviets 
might ‘‘mold the thoughts 
of key U.S. military and 
civilian leaders at a 
distance.’’ Or future psy- 
chic spies might be able to 
read ‘‘the contents of top- 
secret U.S. documents’’ 
hundreds of miles away. 

The possibilities are 
even more fantastic. The 
analysis claims that 
parapsychology tactics 
could be used ‘‘to disable, 
at a distance, U.S. military

equipment of all types, in- 
cluding spacecraft.’’ Or 
they might even ‘‘cause 
the instant death of any 
U.S. official at a distance.”’ 

If this seems unbeliev- 
able, the report cites a 
Soviet experiment that has 
already succeeded. A So- 
viet parapsychologist actu- 
ally stopped and started 
the heartbeat of a living 
frog simply by concentrat- 
ing on it and willing it. 
According.to the report, ‘‘if 
a frog heart can be started 
and stopped, the same ef- 
fect might be imposed on 
humans. Such dramatic ef- 
fects illustrate some of the 
dangerous potential of con- 
trolled biological energy 
transfer.”’ 

“Star Wars’’ may be 
closer than we thought. 

Travel Troubles: The 
summer season will soon 
be upon us, and American 
tourists will start scatter- 
ing around the world. They 
will lay out billions of dol- 
lars for their vacations. 
But they won’t always get 
what they pay for. 

This is the conclusion of 
Federal Trade Commis- 


sion investigators who. 


have spent two years ex- 
amining the travel indus- 
try. Their confidential re- 
port charges that tour pro- 
moters engage in ‘‘hotel 
overbooking”’ and fail ‘‘to 
provide advertised items.”’ 

Sometimes travel agents 
change tour attractions 
‘‘without notifying their 
customers.’’ Then the 
harassed. tourists likely 
don’t know who to blame 
for fouling up their travel 
arrangements. The agents 
who sell the tour packages, 
according to the report, 
“rarely disclose the whole- 


Saler’s identity.’’ This 
makes it difficult ‘‘to trace 
the guilty party.”’ 

Concludes the investiga- 
tive report: ‘‘Refunds are 
often unavailable or, if 
received at all, are usually 
inadequate.”’ 

Military Misfits: Mili 
tary commanders have 
been warned quietly to 
keep their eyes peeled for 
men with twisted personal- 
ities. The armed forces are 
anxious to purge their 
ranks of mental misfits, 
sex perverts and bitter 
loners. 

An astonishing 42 per- 
cent of the recruits are 
weeded out before they 
complete their enlist- 
ments. In other words, 
nearly half of the recruits 
don’t make the grade. 

For the record, the mili- 
tary brass blame the vol- 
untary recruitment system 
for these alarming statis- 
tics. But off the record, 
some Pentagon officials 
confess that only poor lead- 
ership could be responsible 
for such a high dropout 
rate. 

There is a decided differ- 
ence in how the misfits are 
handled. Enlisted malcon- 
tents and miscreants are 
usually railroaded out of 
the service, often with less- 
than-honorable dis- 
charges. But officers who 
foul up are usually eased 
out quietly and delicately. 

Baby Trade:The Mexi- 
can-American border is 
too long and desolate to 
patrol effectively. Smug- 
glers cross it by plane, by 
car and by foot. They 


smuggle heroin, marijua-- 


na, contraband, weapons 
and wetbacks across, al- 
most at will. 


Now we have learned 
that an international ring 
has been smuggling babies 
across the border. Mexi- 
can babies are for sale to 
Americans who don’t want 
to go through the legalities 
of adoption. 

The smugglers prefer a 
pick-up service. The pro- 
spective parents are met 
at the airport in Mexico 
and lodged in a motel. 
Within 24 hours, the baby is 
delivered — complete with 
a phony birth certificate 
naming the purchasers as 
the real parents. 

The cost of this overnight 
service: $1,000. 

Intelligence 
Reports:South African of- 
ficials claim their country 
is stable and the govern- 
ment secure. The racial 
agitation, they say, is un- 
der control. A recent intel- 
ligence report, however, 
says that for the first time, 
the number of whites leav- 
ing South Africa ‘‘exceeds 
the number arriving.’’ 
This small statement 
among the classified 
cables tells more than all 
the official disclaimers. 

-— A confidential intelli- 
gence report from Austra- 
lia reveals that two sweet 
old ladies from Lapine, 
Wash., have been busted 
by Australian police. The 
two women, both in their 
60s, were driving a camper 
van on a sightseeing tour, 
and the police apologeti- 
cally stopped them for 
questioning. Aboard their 
van the police found two 
tons of hashish. It was, 
states the report, ‘‘the 
largest amount ever seized 
in Australia.”’

Revalue Program To Encore 


Selectmen authorized the town manager 
and assesors to proceed with drawing up 
bid specifications and actually] call for 
bids on a revaluation program prior to the 
October town'meéting.’ °° 

The authorization came after an ex- 
planation of the status of the court suit 
against the town by the state ordering an 
equalization program. The courts recently 
rejected a plea by Andover and over 20 
other communities cited by the state, to 
delay the order to revalue. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark told 
selectmen that in view of the court action, 
it was necessary to come before town 
meeting once again. Recognizing the 
revaluation proposal has been rejected 


three times by the voters, Clark said, this 
time the voters would be presented a 
package outlining what the equalization 
program was, what tf intended to ac- 
complish and how miuch’it would cost! 

“If it is again rejected, I will not make 
any additional recommendations to the 
selectmen, and if we have to pay the dear 
dollar to the state for revaluation, then we 
must judge that is the will of town 
meeting,’ Clark said. 

Town Counsel Alfred S. Daniels explain- 
ed to the board that he felt all com- 
munities would eventually be brought into 
the suit brought by the state. At the mo- 
ment there are only some 20 towns and 
cities in the Commonwealth under court 


order to revalue. 

Daniels estimated that the case would 
probably not be heard until the fall and a 
finding not handed down until February. 

‘Selé¢thian' James Abramson, who ul- 
timately opposed the move for authoriza- 
tion, asked if the procedure outlined by 
Clark, wasn’t subverting the will of town 
meeting in the expenditure of funds. 

Clark said that staff in his office and the 
assessors would be working on the draw- 
ing up of bid specifications thus staff time 
would be used and not actual ap- 
propriations. 

Abramson also asked about alternatives 
to a full-scale revaluation program, and 
was informed that the system proposed
